ORAL EXAMINATIONS FOR MEDICAL 
LICENSES, 


The first examination under the new Medical 
Practice Act which, has been described pre- 
viously, allows osteopaths licensed oral 
provided they have made certain pre- 
liminary requirements, was held Los Angeles 
early October. This examination left much 
desired the way thoroughness and pro- 
viding genuine test proficiency the candi- 
dates. list questions asked com- 
prehensive. The fact its being the first oral 
examination given under the new law probably ac- 
counts for its not being more stringent. was 
doubtless difficult make thorough and 
practical the Board would have wished. 


That this true indicated the improved 
character the second examination held Los 
Angeles and the third held Oakland. the 
Board Medical Examiners improves the charac- 
ter these oral examinations, their policy 
far indicates that they will do, there can certainly 
just criticism inadequate examination. 
another. column given résumé the results 
these examinations.

THE DISEASES WAR: THEIR PRE- 
VENTION, CONTROL AND 
TREATMENT.* 


(The Handling Infectious Diseases the Field.) 
MAJOR LLOYD SMITH, Medical Corps. United 
States Army. 
The diseases responsible for the greatest losses 
war may practically divided into two main 
groups: (a) those the infective intestinal type— 
typhoid, paratyphoid, dysentery, and cholera; 
(b) those conveyed vermin—typhus and plague. 

these diseases and their specific organisms are 
the same those met with peace, the high 
disease rate troops active service may 
either due the lowered resistance the troops, 
increased facilities infection. The reason 
for these increased facilities easily understood. 
The improvisation measures supply pure 
water, and the disposal excreta; over-crowding 
tents, extent; the absence suitable 
means isolation and disinfection; insanitary con- 
unavoidable, inseparable from the 
stress war—all these play their part the 
causation these disease rates war. 

Typhoid fever illustrates, very well, the facts 
relating the infectious diseases, which, the 
South African War, caused 42% the total 
death rate. Prior antityphoid inoculation, 
typhoid fever has hitherto broken out expedi- 


tionary forces toward the end the first month 


service, spite excluding men who are un- 
der suspicion being the incubation stage. 
illustration, the experience the American 
camp for concentration troops about proceed 
Cuba, may taken. Every camp was infected 
enteric within seven weeks; and this disease 
was attributed 80% all the total deaths, while 
20% the total personnel the 
tracted typhoid. For long time, was thought 
that the troops hadn’t been thoroughly examined 
before departure, that the disease developed spon- 
taneously.

The facts were follows: the troops 
included typhoid carriers; the specific germ was 
low virulence; the transmission these organ- 
isms through the bodies number men 
creased the virulence; the men with lowered phys- 
ical resistance supplied the early sporadic cases; 
and the outbreak assumed the proportions 
epidemic, after the necessary interval required for 
the development the secondary infections.

Ambulatory typhoid and premonitory diarrhoea. 
has been noted that outbreaks typhoid fever 
have been preceded epidemics apparently 
non-specific diarrhoea. possible explanation 
this that the specific bacteria the passage from 
one individual another gradually increase viru- 
first, they give rise only diarrhoea, and, 
while not causing blood infections, however, give 
rise intestinal irritation. This was regarded 
established the Reed Board the 
Army 1898, when was found that those who 
suffered from initial diarrhoea were less likely 
have subsequent attacks clinically typical 
typhoid fever. .Whether one regards these cases 
mild not, the fact remains that outbreaks 
diarrhoea war time, deserve especial consideration 
and study. Diarrhoea should carefully watched 
for, and simply warning that more stringent 
measures may required. Concerning the so- 
called “walking typhoid,” may said that the 
Board considered that cases diarrhoea 
gradually merge into ambulatory typhoid; and 
was estimated that only 46% all cases gen- 
uine typhoid were diagnosed such. (c) In- 
fectivity typhoid various stages attack. 
The most important point remember about clini- 
cally typical typhoid that infectivity marked 
the incubation stage. has been shown that 
during the second week incubation the infectiv- 
ity little less than that the first two weeks 
the developed disease and for 
more than twice many infections were traced 
the convalescent period. (d) Dust and mud. 
Dust regarded infective agency frequently 
overlooked. said that the infectivity 
dust short lived, also regarded intense 
and only necessary recall the enormous 
numbers enteric organisms the typhoid urine 
appreciate this fact. (e) Other diseases the 
infective intestinal type. Attention has been di- 
rected upon fever the important 
disease this group, because has been more 
thoroughly investigated, and better illustrates facts 
which are applicable the next important diseases, 
namely, the paratyphoid group and dysentery; also, 
must included that most dangerous field epi- 
demics—cholera. 


the present European conflict, the nations 
have drawn their forces from the scattered por- 
tions the globe. All these millions men, 
suddenly withdrawn from the accustomed environ- 
ments peace, have been subjected new modes 
life, change food, habitation, clothing 
and habit. They have been thrown into more 
less intimate contact with other men who were 
infected with foreign diseases. results this 
new environment and exposure new infections 
soon began show itself the Typhoid 
fever appeared among the uninoculated French 
troops, and, said, that, one time, they had 
less than -30,000 cases; but this was soon con- 
trolled, and the disease now 
inoculation became obligatory. 

Cholera broke out among the German troops 
Galicia and the Rakitno marshes; but less than 
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one-half one per cent. the troops 
the disease, and these only 10.2% This 
was because the efficacy the anti-cholera 
prophylactic. Among the uninoculated civilian pop- 
ulation, the mortality rate was 50%. both the 
military and the civil population the disease was 
controlled and finally eradicated. 


OTHER DISEASES PRACTICAL INTEREST. 


(1) Cerebro-spinal meningitis has occurred 
among troops the front the European War, 
and has caused considerable anxiety, partly ac- 
count its high death rate (70%) untreated 
cases, and from the fact that 40% all contacts 
are said temporary carriers which may per- 
sist for about thirty days, the average; other 
cases, the germs ‘may remain alive for several 
months; some persons carry them permanently. 
The prophylaxis consists the prompt isolation 
patients, with sufficient air space and ventilation, 
and all other measures tending prevent contam- 
ination with the oral and nasal secretions. 


Whenever this disease prevails, carriers are 
numerous that generally impracticable quar- 
antine them; but, far possible, they should 
detected and isolated, or, least, kept under 
observation, and carefully instructed what 
and what avoid. 

Concerning the treatment, need say little, ex- 
cept that the injection the anti-meningitic serum 
Flexner and Jobling has yielded excellent results 
the Army. This serum has reduced the mor- 
tality from per cent. Ex- 
cellent results have also been reported 
cination with meningo-bacterin, the reaction being 
very much like that observed after the use 
typhoid vaccine. the Texas border, there have 
been few sporadic cases meningitis, following 
which there are always number spurious cases 
which turn out hysteria patients afflicted 
with cold, sore throat. the Mexican 
border, when meningitis breaks out command, 
the men who occupy the same tent are in- 
timate contact with the case, are promptly isolated, 
their temperature taken every day for two weeks, 
and leucocyte count lumbar puncture are 
done suspicious cases. The Hospital Corps 
men nursing these patients are vaccinated with the 
meningococcus vaccine. 


(2) The typhus fever Mexico (tarbardillo), 
the Rio Grande fever, and Brill’s disease, have 
been shown identical with typhus fever.

The lack bathing facilities 
trenches, and other means ridding the troops 
lice, permitted typhus make large inroads 
the early part the European war; and famine 
conditions Serbia permitted the disease there 
reap frightful harvest. The war now

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cated this disease—except Turkey, where 
now prevalent. 

the Mexican border, the following method 
used dealing with the vermin: 

For body lice, the clothing should removed 
and placed boiling water for ten (10) minutes, 
dipped mixture vinegar and kerosene 
long enough for the mixture soak into all the 
folds. many suspects are being handled, 
their clothing and baggage are placed auto- 
clave kept there for fifteen minutes under not 
less than ninety pounds pressure; this kills both 
lice and eggs. course, every community may 
not have such installation. has been found 
that the mixture vinegar and kerosene kills the 
vermin and the ovum. The kerosene kills the lice 
vermin and loosens the nits from the hair; while 
the hot vinegar destroys the ovum. will 
loosen the nit from the hair, but does not destroy 
the ovum vitality. 

For head lice, clip the hair and treat the head 
with the above mixture; after which, shower 
bath soap and water should taken. 

(3) Plague. Another vermin disease, carried 
fleas. 

(4) The exanthemata. said that, 
present European war, the commoner exanthemata 
have laid heavy toll upon contingents whom 
they were new. this class, will speak 
measles. the Army, responsible for more 
deaths than all the other eruptic fevers together. 
Under circumstances, when developed under condi- 
tions want, hardship, exposure, and bad sanita- 
tion—and especially, when associated with scor- 
butic taint—the disease may assume extremely 
severe and fatal character. Formerly, the occur- 
rence the hemorrhagic form measles was not 
infrequent among troops and was much dreaded. 
The exposure the treatment measles cases 
tent hospitals, often unavoidable, does much 
develop secondary bronchitis and pneumonia; and 
these latter causes attributed, also, much 
the gravity which the disease has assumed when 
prevailing among troops during the existence 
hostilities. During the Civil War, there were 
the Union forces 75,177 cases, with 5,174 deaths; 
among the Confederate troops, Eve states that 
measles prevailed such extent that whole 
companies, batteries, and even regiments under 
organization, had disbanded and the men 
sent home. During the seige Metz, measles 
was extremely prevalent and fatal the garrison. 
The disease occurs far more frequently among re- 
cruits than old soldiers; the number cases de- 
pending upon the proportion 
viduals, and occurring particularly country-bred 
recruits. severe epidemics, the principal com- 
plications are broncho-pneumonia, pleurisy, empyema 
and otitis media. camps, cases measles should 
always expected, watched for, and promptly 
isolated. 

The measures prevent the spread this 
disease, consist chiefly early diagnosis, and 
the effective isolation patients. desirable 
when possible, separate cases with secondary 
infections from simple uncomplicated cases. 
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outbreak post camp, every man 
who has not had the required 
report daily medical officer examined, 
especially for Koplick’s spots, rise temperature, 
coryza and cough.

Pneumonia and the respiratory affections attacked, 
the present war, those dwellers the tropics 
subtropical countries, who were unused cool 
climates; not all the pneumonia, any means, 
occurred the troops from the tropics.

Never before history has so-great host been 
assembled; never before war have armies been 
healthy. common civilian diseases have 
had their innings and have played relatively the 
most important role—cold and coughs, rheumatism 
many forms, and mild When the mor- 
tality statistics diseases are published from the 
Army the West the best ‘killer’ will found 
have been the the home-bred germ 
which the soldier takes with him easily procures 
from comrade. short, sharp, honest disease, 
pneumonia either kills short range recovery 
rapid without sequelae.” 

Pneumonia has occurred epidemic form among 
the troops the Mexican border during this win- 
ter. Sleeping conical tents which are heated 


with conical stoves, and where the ventilation 


poor, believed contributing factor the 
causation pneumonia. tents are either 
very hot very cold; they become very hot 
night and cool off the early morning hours, sub- 
jecting the inmates chilling. Their resistence 


thereby lowered, rendering them more susceptible. 


respiratory diseases. pneumonia occurs 
epidemic form, the contacts should have their 
temperature taken daily, and excused from drill 
for few days. tents should well venti- 
lated and sunned during the day. The men should 
held camp, and not permitted attend mov- 
ing picture shows, etc., until the danger has passed. 

important differentiate the different types 
pneumonia agglutination methods, provided 
good laboratory facilities are Pneumonia 
may divided into four. types: 


Type Occurs epidemic form and produces 
about one-third all the cases; untreated cases 
yield mortality about 24%. type re- 
sponds well serum treatment. 

Type II: Also occurs epidemic form, and 
furnishes the cases; the mortality 
about 60%; this form not amenable the 
serum treatment. 

Type III: Furnishes about 15% the remain- 
ing one-third; the mortality this type about 
60% serum treatment avail. 

Type IV: Furnishes about 15% the re- 
maining third. This type includes the ordinary 
pneumonococcus, found the mouth; the mor- 
tality under 20%. 

The pneumonococcus obtained from the blood 
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culture, from the sputum; immune serum 
prepared, and the types pneumococci are dif- 
ferentiated agglutination methods. 


MEASURES FOR DEALING WITH INFECTIOUS DIS- 
EASES WAR. 


The measures for dealing with disease war 
are complex and varied the diseases with 
which they are designed deal; hence, they can 
only taken general way. 

Indications need for action: 
tial methods are necessary. 

(a) The first, accurate This may 
present considerable difficulty the field, and 
these difficulties have been enhanced the growing 
tendency practice rely upon laboratory assist- 
ance the detriment direct clinical observation. 
Traveling motor-laboratories, however, provided for 
each army the front, would offer great assist- 
ance making accurate diagnoses. 

(b) The second basis, accurate statistical 
ords the prevalence those diseases which call 
most urgently for action. Upon the sani- 
tary officer falls the duty keeping the statistical 
records preventable diseases, and maintaining 
close touch with the progress the remedial meas- 
ures for which they indicate the need. 


Preventive measures. preventive meas- 
ures that are necessary each disease, can only 
indicated general way.

there were, the army, annually, 
strength about 86,000 men, about 300 cases 
typhoid fever, since 1910, there have been, five 
years, thirty-two cases. During this time, there 
have been great advances military sanitation 
account for this enormous decrease the typhoid 
incidence. the European armies, polyvalent 
vaccine, containing bacillus typhosus, bacillus para- 
typhosus “A” and “B,” and the bacillus Asiatic 
cholera, being used with good results. The re- 
port the Surgeon General for 1915 shows that 
seven cases typhoid fever (officers and enlisted 
men), occurred during the year the army sta- 
tioned the United States. Four these cases 
were recently enlisted recruits who were the 
prodromal stage the disease. The history sev- 
eral these cases illustrates the failure take 
early advantage laboratory procedures diag- 
nosing obscure cases continued fever. be- 
lieved that the taking the temperature prior 
giving the first dose vaccine, would detect these 
cases already the prodromal stage typhoid 
fever the time enlistment. 

(b) Concerning preventive measures typhus 
fever, may said that any knowledge the 
mode transmission this disease, suggests the 
necessary prophylactic measures, namely, prevention 
crowding, house sanitation, personal hygiene, 
proper bathing facilities, and methods destruc- 
tion vermin and disinfection clothing, etc.

REMEDIAL ACTION. 


Next preventive measures the prompt de- 
tection wastage the fighting force and the 
removal its cause. Here statistical returns are 
importance. diseases should classi- 
fied indicate the presence certain defects, 
namely, diseases malnutrition, relation ra- 
tions and cooking, and exposure diseases rela- 
tion clothing. The acute infectious diseases 
are the most important, and demand the prompt 
isolation the patient and equally prompt destruc- 
tion the infectious material prompt disinfec- 
tion.

(b) Disinfection the field portable steam 
sterilizers, and other physical and chemical agents, 
are also considered. 

The role insects war, the water problem, 
and the disposal waste products are all impor- 
tant subjects which will engage the attention 
the Army Sanitarian, and will often tax his in- 
genuity and knowledge sanitation the utmost 
his effort prevent and control transmissible 
diseases. The subject too large scope 
more than touch upon this paper. 

The control diseases war depends en- 
tirely efficient sanitary service. Dr. Rucker, 
the Public Health Service, states follows 
this subject: The duties the sanitary service 
are varied, and include the installation 
ation every structure appliance that apper- 
tains sanitation the field; the guarding 
water supplies, and the careful treatment those 
doubtful origin; the testing rations; the op- 
eration bath-houses and laundries; the issue 
parasite-free clothing and blankets; the cleansing 
and disinfection houses; the destruction gar- 
bage and manure, other possible breeding places 
for flies; the cleanliness camps; the isolation 
patients suffering from infectious diseases; also, 
the contacts thereto, both the military and the 
civilian population; the administration typhoid 
and paratyphoid prophylactic; the search for car- 
riers; the immediate investigation, with the help 
the mobile and base pathological laboratories, 
all outbreaks, whether among troops the 
fighting zone, those the lines communica- 
tion, elsewhere; and the maintenance 
maps, charts and tables revealing the 
tory every unit the field. Gigantic lorries 
rapidly transport from place place enormous 
disinfectors, each having capacity sixty cubic 
feet, thus permitting the rapid sterilization the 
clothing troops. Details sanitary troops are 
engaged draining mosquito-breeding swamps, 
while others lay out and build water filtration beds 
and sewage-disposal plants. 

would like say something about recent reports 
concerning mental disability the present Euro- 
pean conflict. The continuous strain trench 


warfare has produced much neurasthenia and men- 
tal aberration, while the shock heavy gun fire, 
where has not produced death outright, has fre- 
quently brought about nervous conditions actual 
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insanity. has been known for some time that 
about one-fifth all soldiers discharged are dis- 
charged account mental disability. Striking 
the prevalence mental disease among soldiers 
and sailors time peace, should borne 
mind that this greatly increased during war. 
The intense emotional strain associated with war- 
fare causes acute exacerbations some the 
milder psychotic and borderland cases which were 
able get along unnoticed under the less strin- 
gent requirements civil life. has been found 
that cases arrested dementia precox, neuroses 
cyclothymia, and high grade 
imbecility, have all been found among soldiers 
who have been mustered without any suspicion 
that such conditions existed. Dr. Rucker informs 
that when the European war over, will 
mental disease rather than physical disease 
which will have been spread Europe, out 
which there danger their importation the 
United States. 

Let hope that every medical man will show 
adequate interest sanitation war, and inform 
himself the duties and responsibilities that may 
devolve upon him ever called upon 
play his part the defense his country. 


SOME PROPERTIES AND ACTIONS 
TETHELIN, THE ACTIVE CONSTITU- 
ENT THE ANTERIOR LOBE 
THE PITUITARY BODY.*

The process growth obviously does not take 
place with uniform velocity throughout life. 
not all unusual for infant grow, during 
the first months succeeding birth, the rate 
two pounds per month. Were this rate growth 
maintained then twenty years age would 
weigh the neighborhood five hundred pounds. 
Neither does the growth-process undergo 
form retardation, diminishing velocity 
uniform proportion per annum. the contrary, 
every pediatrician knows, the growth chil- 
dren takes place spurts, separated more less 
distinctly from one another periods relatively 
languid growth. Such resting period occurs to- 
wards the end the first year extra-uterine life 
and succeeded the relatively rapid growth 
the 3rd, 4th, and 5th years. Another pause 
slackening growth succeeds this, followed 
the energetic growth which accompanies adol- 
escence. 

The growth man, therefore, consists peri- 
ods rapid slow growth which alternate 
with one another, and plot the growth 
any dimension, for instance weight, coordinate 
paper, that weights are measured vertically and 
ages horizontally, obtain 
picture the growth process which not 
straight line, nor even single curvilinear sweep, 
like the outline parabola the logarith- 
mic curve which represents the progress the

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ordinary type chemical reaction. the con- 
trary, our diagram reveals distinct waves large 
oscillations the growth-process 
matter fact, the diagram which you may 
obtain superimposing three successive S-shaped 
curves upon one another such manner that 
their adjacent extremities merge into one an- 


These waves oscillations are not accidental, 
they are easily distinguishable from the relatively 
slight irregularities fluctuations growth which 
every individual child will display more less 


frequently during its development.. They are 


distinguishable from such accidental fluctuations 
because they occur very nearly the same places 
the growth-curve every normal child and 
the average growth-diagram constructed from the 
growth-data supplied any ‘large number 
infants, these large oscillations waves reveal 
themselves very distinctly, while the accidental 


‘and fluctuations cancel out and disap- 


pear the average diagram because the long 
run, take sufficient number and variety 
children into account, just many these ac- 
cidental fluctuations will positive (i. super- 
normal) negative (i. e., subnormal). But the 
large fluctuations, which have definite physiol- 
ogical significance, remain unaffected magnitude 
and position and only appear more definitely 
the diagram the greater the number children 
investigate. 


These large oscillations waves growth 


have termed “growth-cycles,” and the growth 
man there are, have said, three such cycles 
superimposed upon one another. cycle be- 
gins with period relatively slow growth, 
followed period very rapid growth and 
culminating with the termination the cycle 
period slackening growth again. the case 
the first two cycles this slackening growth 
followed fresh spurt acceleration due 
the succeeding cycle. the case the third 
adolescent cycle growth the period slack- 
merges into the 
period stationary development which 
ognize the adult condition. Sometimes, how- 
ever, this stationary equilibrium interrupted 
vigorous and abnormal growth, the growth 
malignant tumors, which inclined inter- 
pret constituting the superposition fourth 
and physiologically abnormal cycle growth upon 
the third and normally final cycle the develop- 
ment man. 


Not only the growth man, but also the 
growth every mammal which has yet been 
carefully. investigated consists three complete 
cycles growth. The growth the guinea-pig 
first appeared consist only two difficultly 
distinguishable cycles, but the careful investigations 
Read have shown that this mammal the 
first growth-cycle actually completed utero, 
instead being interrupted 
birth human beings, which perhaps 
accounts for the fact that, relatively speaking, 
guinea-pigs are born very advanced condition 
physiological development and are able “fend 
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for themselves” within very few days after 


birth. 


These growth-cycles, definitely situated the 
curve growth, and invariable their occur- 
rence that they may clearly recognized 
the growth mice less than the growth 
man, must ‘have some very definite physiological 
significance, and since growth is, the long run, 
chemical process resulting the synthesis 
living tissues from inanimate materials, these 
growth-cycles must have chemical less than 
physiological significance. 


have, then, each growth-cycle considered 
itself, chemical process which begins relative- 


slowly and increases progressively velocity 


until about half completed and then slows 
off its The inquiry now imme- 
diately presents itself whether any chemical pro- 
cesses this character are known occur else- 
where than the tissues the growing animal? 

processes just this character are known the 
chemist. examples may cite the decomposi- 
tion cane-sugar boiling (neutral) water, the 
decomposition castor-oil the pulverized seeds 
the castor-oil bean, the decomposition methyl 
acetate (neutral) the oxidation 
“tarnishing” most metals, and the oxidation 
variety organic materials. All these di- 
verse processes have this feature common, 
namely, that one the products the chemical 
change which going has the property ac- 
celerating “catalysing” the further progress 
the change. processes, word, are “au- 
tocatalysed” self-accelerating. 


have all been rendered familiar, during the 


past two decades scientific thought, with the 


conception “catalysors.” The. various digestive 
ferments will immediately recalled mind 
medical men instances catalysors. The 
catalysors. are substances which, when added 
chemical reaction, greatly accelerate without 
being necessarily used the process. 
small concentration acid enormously accelerates 
the decomposition cane-sugar starch 
boiling water, yet the acid can recovered un- 
altered amount composition from the mixture 
after the reaction has been completed, and may 
even used over again “invert” fresh batch 
trypsin will enormously accelerate the decomposi- 
tion protein water and the quantity pro- 
tein decomposed may amount five hundred 
thousand times the weight pepsin employed 
catalyse the process. 

the ordinary cases catalysis 
the catalysor something foreign the reaction 
itself, something which added from without 
and does not constitute part the reacting 
substances their products. autocatalysed 
reaction, the contrary, one the products 
the process also its catalysor, e., the reaction 
must proceed faster and faster this product 
accumulates, until the exhaustion the raw 
material the accumulated 
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products forces the process slacken speed 
and finally come stop. 


The chemical processes which underlie the 


growth animals are therefore processes such 
nature that they produce their own catalysors. 


But this then are immediately impelled 
the conclusion that catalysors growth exist, 
substances which, perhaps minute propor- 
tion and certainly quite independently 
nutritive value, may profoundly modify the growth 
living tissues. question now arises whether 
any evidence other than evidence this inferential 
kind exists the existence such catalysors 
growth. 


The profound significance the various endo- 
crine organs the processes growth will im- 
mediately suggest itself the medical man 
affording just the kind evidence which seek. 
know from abundant chemical experience that 
disorders the thyroid, thymus, and especially 
the anterior lobe the pituitary body, are re- 
flected profoundly disturbed development 
the various tissues the body. can hardly 
suppose that these organs are reality digestive 
organs, that the effects observed may inter- 
preted effects sub- super-nutrition. The 
very nature the effects themselves precludes 
such supposition, for while inanition over- 
feeding affect all tissues more less the same 
manner, the disorders the endocrine organs 
referred lead extraordinary disproportion 
development, one tissue group tissues display- 
ing over-growth and yet another, perhaps, display- 
ing equally marked deficiency development. 


among the active principles certain en- 
docrine organs, therefore, that have seek 
for the catalysors growth the existence 
which the nature the growth-process itself has 
led infer. 

Investigations upon both normal 
ical growth extending over number years, 
which have been conducted laboratory, have 
shown that several substances slight totally 
negligible value are capable, when ad- 
ministered animals unusual amount, pro- 
foundly modifying the relative velocities differ- 
ent types growth. Such substances are, for ex- 
ample, lecithin, and cholesterol. Now one thing 
have noted about these that they 
are all either substances which are related fats, 
or, all events, substances which are invariably 


found tissues associated with fats and sharing 


their characteristics solubility alcohol, ether, 
chloroform, etc. thus appears distinctly pos- 
sible that the various catalysors growth are 
sought amongst the immense variety fatty 
constituents tissues, and were especially en- 
couraged this idea the recent notable experi- 
ments Hopkins, Osborne and Mendel, McCollum 
and others, all whom agree that 
normal growth unattainable diet which 
from fatty constituents, matter 
how great abundance other classes food- 
stuffs may supplied. 

Pursuing these various lines reasoning ac- 
cordingly took some three years ago rein- 
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vestigation the influence administration 
the tissue the anterior lobe the pituitary 
body upon the growth animals, choosing 
experimental material the white mouse. 
found, all predecessors this field, Aldrich, 
Schafer, Maxwell, Wulzen and others had found 
that the administration anterior lobe tissue 
the young white mice the beginning 
the third (adolescent) growth-cycle resulted 
marked retardation growth. also found, 
Schafer and Wulzen had also previously observed, 
that later stage growth this retarding 
effect was succeeded decided acceleration 
growth. 


the same time undertook the attempt 
isolate the active growth-controlling 
tuent the anterior lobe and, recollecting the 
fatty nature the previously identified catalysors 
growth, sought for the 
among the fatty constituents the gland. 


Among the alcohol-soluble constituents the 
anterior lobe the pituitary body soon found 
one which was immediately distinguishable from 
all other fatty substances hitherto known its 
remarkable composition and solubilities. sub- 
stance, which have named soluble 
alcohol and ether but distinguished the 
peculiarity being almost totally insoluble 
certain definite mixture the two. fatty 
substance, since yields soaps fatty acids when 
decomposed alkalies, yet soluble water 
the extent about five per cent. contains 
nitrogen and phosphorus just lecithin does, but 
position alkalies yields sweet crystalline 
substance which not sugar but substance super- 
ficially resembling sugar and representable the 
same percentage-formula, namely Inosite hexa- 
hydroxy-benzol. present the glands 
quite notable amounts, each gland yielding about 
ten milligrams the dried substance. 

Such remarkable substance, present 
notable amounts endocrine organ, necessarily 
under suspicion being the active principle 
the gland all events closely related there- 
to. accordingly undertook series experi- 
dosages milligrammes per day large 
number mice and their growth was compared 
with that large number similar mice re- 
ceiving normal diet and with that the pituitary- 
fed mice which reference has already been made. 

The results this experiment were perfectly 
definite and unequivocal. The effects the ad- 
ministration were identical kind 
with those obtained result administering 
whole anterior lobe tissue, but since the dosage 
animals was large comparison with 
ceived the pituitary-fed animals, the effects 
obtained with Tethelin were quantitatively much 
more marked than those obtained with fresh 
pituitary tissue. They consisted the first place 
marked retardation growth weight, suc- 
ceeded acceleration, but the retardation and 
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acceleration were each marked lead 
total distortion the normal form the growth 
diagram. animals yielded diagram which 
strongly suggested that one effect the adminis- 
tration had been enormously magnify 
long the second growth-cycle and delay and 
curtail the third. Recent very extensive experi- 
ments Dr. Delprat this laboratory upon 
the effects Tethelin upon the growth very 
young mice have lent encouragement this view 
the effects administering Tethelin older 
animals, for she has found that when Tethelin 
administered mice the beginning the sec- 
ond (two weeks age) instead the beginning 
the third growth-cycle (five weeks age) the 
growth the young animals accelerated instead 
being, the older animals, retarded. Only 
with the onset the third sexual cycle 
growth does the characteristic retardation occur 
and the growth which thereafter takes place ap- 
pears be, for some time least, rather due 
the continuation and magnification the second 
than the initiation the third growth-cycle. 


Evidently the growth certain tissues types 
tissue accelerated Tethelin, that other 
tissues types tissue being retarded, perhaps 
through unequal favor extended different 
tissues, through the operation the Tethelin, 
the competition for nutriment possibly, the 
other hand, specific retarding influence 
Tethelin upon certain tissues, just pronounced 
its accelerative action upon other tissues. 
are not yet possession sufficiently numerous 
sufficiently definite facts enable decide 
between these alternative possibilities. 


Decisive were the effects administration 
Tethelin upon the total growth mice ex- 
pressed weight, the effects upon their form and 
general appearance were much more marked. The 
animals which had received were 
markably firm and solid “stocky” build. 
the age one year normal male mouse has 
loose and somewhat -angular frame and outline, 
and his coat beginning lose the luster 
youth and become wiry, “starving” and dis- 
colored. The animals which had received 
lin, the contrary, had the same age firm 
and rounded outlines and glossy, silky coats. 
were continually surprised, our weekly weigh- 
ings the animals, find that animals which 
were relatively small linear dimensions would 
weigh just much considerably longer normal 
animals the same age. was the body 
framework the Tethelin-fed animals had “set” 
early age, that the subsequent accretions 
tissue had packed into smaller space. 
Unfortunately time and opportunity have hitherto 
been lacking undertake the investigation the 
sequence events the epiphyses the bones 
following administration young 
animals. Such investigation would yield very 
desirable information, but any case the facts 
which have recounted will serve convince you, 
were that indeed necessary, that the picturesque 
fantasies concerning Tethelin with which aesthetes 
the press have recently adorned their pages are 
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totally devoid any foundation fact, or, may 
added, information supplied. 


The superior development and nutrition the 
skin consequent upon the administration Tethe- 
lin suggestively reminiscent the hypertrichosis 
which familiar accompaniment hyper- 
furthermore interest note that Dr. Burnett 
and have found that Tethelin, also fresh an- 
terior lobe tissue, also accelerate very decidedly the 
growth another epithelial tissue, namely the 
Flexner-Jobling carcinoma rats. 


The fact that Tethelin accelerates the develop- 
ment certain tissues and particularly the devel- 
opment certain epithelial tissues, led en- 
tertain the hope that Tethelin might hasten the 
repair wounds, and particularly lesions in- 
volving large loss epithelial tissue. Experi- 
ments upon mice abundantly confirmed this sup- 
position. Small pieces skin were excised 
punch. Tethelin was administered hypodermically, 
point remote from the lesion, relatively 
large doses (10 milligrammes) every 
The results were very striking. the end 
three days the control animals the cavities 
the wounds were incompletely filled with granula- 
tion tissue; the area the lesions was not con- 
tracted and the edges were several instances 
inflamed. the treated animals, the contrary, 
all the wounds were completely filled with 
granulation tissue, the area the lesions had mark- 
edly contracted and swelling was observed 
the edges any the wounds. 

the end six days the control animals 
the cavities the wounds were now completely 
filled with granulation tissue and the area the 
lesions had begun contract. the treated ani- 
mals, the other hand, the granulation tissue had 
already and every instance been completely re- 
placed white cicatricial tissue. 

the end ten days the wounds two out 
ten control animals were still filled with gran- 
ulation tissue, the granulation tissue having been 
replaced scar tissue the remainder. The con- 
dition the wounds the treated 
mained course unaltered. 

These preliminary results encouraged 
hope that this substance might prove import- 
ance military hospitals means acceler- 
ating the repair slowly healing wounds and 
thus not only alleviating certain measure suf- 
fering and some cases positive danger life, 
but also, looking the matter from the less 
important point view military expe- 
diency, shortening the expensive period resi- 
dence certain percentage cases military 
hospitals and some measure increasing the per- 
centage effectives available for active 
service, appeared possible that this substance 
might prove distinct and very immediate 
importance. 

attempting accelerate the healing 
wounds least three very different types treat- 
ment may employed, each having its own im- 
portant sphere utility.

procuring and maintaining asepsis the injured 
and adjacent tissues. this end the most ef- 
fective efforts surgeons have been chiefly di- 
rected and important results have been achieved 
this direction the course the present war, 
conspicuous among which the Carrel-Dakin 
method irrigating wounds with fluids which 
chlorine the essential antiseptic principle.

fection and prevents access disinfecting agents 
the drainage which essential the health 
adjacent tissues. After rigorous asepsis has 
finally been attained then rapid healing becomes 
prime desideratum and the antiseptic solution 
hitherto employed little service at- 
taining this end, and fact some cases may 
actually contribute towards delaying its attainment. 
second method approaching the problem 
that inducing hyperemia and abundant flow 
lymph the injured part, thus increasing the 
supply nutrition the regenerating tissues and 
also some measure, possibly, assisting the at- 
tainment asepsis through the promotion 
phagocytosis. This type treatment has been 
especially advocated Sir Almroth Wright and 
has been employed with success the treatment 
casualties resulting from the present conflict. 


The method treatment which propose is, 
however, totally different both and 
application from either the above. does not 
aim supplanting either them but rather 
supplementing them and assisting the comple- 
tion the repair rendered possible initiated 
the methods now use. type treatment 
which contemplated the use Tethelin con- 
sists essentially the local application spe-

UROLOGICAL PROBLEMS.* 


ADDRESS. 
VICTOR VECKI, D., San Francisco. 


There was time, and not very long ago, 
when urology was considered 
amongst the medical specialties. time, how- 
ever, gone for good, and our specialty occu- 
pying its. proper place definitely. Some our 
shining lights seem think that the receiving 
urology into polite medical society circles was 
simply due the circumstance that the original 
genito-urinary surgeon became urologist, and 
the kidney, the ureters the bladder were given 
all the prominence while the genitalia proper, their 
contagious and other pathological conditions were 
ignored least soft-pedaled. 


Some the men who lived long time ago 
will easily remember the time when the arma- 
mentarium the most prominent physicians con- 
sisted pen and ink, their library few 
musty old books, and when the surgeon and the 
obstetrician were considered menials. With the 
advent antisepsis and asepsis, however, the med- 
ical world was brought worship the shrine

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the great surgeons who were competent 
perform laparotomy. But the great surgeons 
began with appalling rapidity until

kept advancing with gigantic strides until 
present even the wisest hardly can claim know 
all. New specialties become necessary, and the 
evolution medical practice undoubtedly must 
lead group study and group diagnostic for all 
complicated cases. And who can always teil 
which case simple and which one compli- 
Surely not the man who directly from 
college steps into some convenient specialty. Any 
carpenter can build log cabin, but for the erec- 
tion modern building able and experienced 
architect needed, and surely each diagnostic 
group various specialists must guided and 
directed real and true physician. 

The rapid progress the conception 
understanding the pathology and therapy the 
and somewhat the desire some people take 
easy and satisfied with what they really 
can do, and sometimes only think able 
do, gradually leads specializing the specialty 

The genito-urinary surgeon cut loose from the 


dermatologist almost years ago; recently the- 


syphililogist being dropped, the genitalist just 
tolerated, and the venereologist can obtain. hear- 
ing only when the treatment advocates con- 
sists heroic, not emasculating surgical 
operation. 


The ardent desire appear respectable threat- 
ened one time establish class ostensible 
and specious specializers the ranks urologists. 
first they were greatly admired because they 
were able perform admirable artistic feats 
very rare pathologic conditions; closer exam- 
ination, however, they lost most their luster, 
because they and their pupils were sorely defective 
when confronted with the commonest every day 
urological ailments. 


must come the that urology 
has reached stage development where preten- 
tiousness not necessary and, usual, does not 
help; that urology also has reached stage de- 
velopment, creating conditions under which only 
man profound knowledge medicine general 
can make proper use special urological training. 

may emphasize once more that urology 
being fully accepted and recognized, that the mod- 
ern urologist justified avoiding the lure 
snobbish ostentation, and may, without any fear 
apprehension his standing, settle down 
every-day usefulness and common sense. 

Were judge recent pub- 
lications would led believe that man’s 
sexual capacity little importance, and 
also may seem that sexual vigor less demand. 
Careful examination every single case, how- 
ever, will convince quickly that only seems

The physicians and surgeons have sort 
jus and certain extent absolute right 
over death and life. Not only criminal careless- 
ness, but also slight mistake, error judg- 
ment, may imperil end patient’s life. The 
modern physician fully conscious his responsi- 
bility, and practices the “non most con- 
scientiously. The genito-urinary surgeon con- 
fronted frequently with conditions which care- 
lessness, mistake, error judgment, may im- 
peril destroy patient’s sexual power, and the 
principle the surely ought reign 
supreme. 

The training every genito-urinary surgeon 
tion give the benefit the doubt whom and 
where belongs. 

Knowledge and experience engender doubt. 
“When you doubt, was Zoroaster’s teach- 
ing. “If you are doubt,” said Talleyrand, 
“whether write letter not—don’t.” Bulwer 
thought that this advice applies many doubts 
life besides that letter-writing. Surely every 
one must acknowledge that applies 
gently when are doubt regard the 
indication any operation that jeopardizes 
man’s sexual capacity. golden rule, ob- 
served all, would compel the surgeon ask 
himself: Would afflicted this patient 
is, demand even suffer such operation? The 
layman-patient’s wishes, his desperate impatience, 
should never taken into consideration, and 
there the slightest doubt, the benefit this 
doubt must given the patient. 

When the genito-urinary surgeon consulted 
candidate for marriage, and there cause 
for even slight doubt, the benefit this 
doubt must invariably given the future wife. 

When are confronted any initial lesion 
arousing the slightest doubt that might 
syphilitic, without the patient must 
given the benefit full dose Salvarsan. This 
therapeutic measure will immediately serve 
diagnostic measure, may save the patient great 
deal misery, can never any harm, and blood 
examinations will clear any doubt that may 
arise the future. 

There are only two conditions which the 
genito-urinary surgeon fully justified giving 
the benefit the doubt himself; the one 
when there any doubt regard the fee, and 
the other when the promoter, glib tongue, ap- 
proaches with some proposition 

While and exceedingly useful 
study and make clear even the rarest patho- 
logical conditions the genito-urinary tract, 
must not forgotten that there are many other 
problems great importance which far our 
special fraternity has given but scant attention. 
There seems trend continue out- 
lined paths, and keep swear the 
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verba magistri; life seems too short bother 
with some momentous, but intricate questions. 
Freudian teachings for must ac- 
knowledge, hard nut crack,—are mostly ig- 
nored, misinterpreted and seldom properly under- 
stood; psychotherapy with its enormous possibilities 
hardly gets any attention, and 
credible how little consideration given endo- 
crinology and organotherapy. 


Until recently organotherapy was conducted 
empirical lines; fake manufacturers and quacks 
have brought into disrepute, but organotherapy 
being rapidly redeemed and re-established the 
esteem the medical profession, careful endo- 
crinologic studies. 


The genito-urinary surgeon the least able 
afford ignore the advantages gained and 
the possibilities store. 


Many and many case so-called sexual neu- 
rasthenia which refuses influenced pro- 
longed, useless and frequently senseless local treat- 
ments, will yield most rapidly judicious use 
thyroid pituitary preparations. any one, 
however, armed only with the knowledge gathered 
from the manufacturers’ begins pre- 
scribe some kind tablet taken three times 
day must not expect much, and though the 
patient may deserve sympathy, the 
hardly entitled any success. 

Careful discrimination regard the prepara- 
tion itself, regard the various indications 
and regard dosage are the indispensable con- 
ditions success. 


the hand the few positive facts, which 
have been established far, know that thy- 
roid medication frequently indicated 
know that enuresis and sexual under-develop- 
ment and sexual weakness are mostly going hand 
hand, that thyroid insufficiency and sexual vigor 
never together. know that the use the 
extract the posterior lobe the pituitary gland 
increases diuresis and raises blood-pressure vaso- 
constriction. know that even partial removal 
the anterior lobe causes obesity, polyuria, gly- 
cosuria and greatly impairs the sexual function. 
Experiments animals have shown that the ante- 
rior lobe responsible for the growth and rapid 
sexual development; experimenters the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital came the conclusion that the 
posterior lobe principle exceedingly toxic while 
the anterior lobe principle tolerated quite well 
experimental animals. know also that the 
adrenals have stimulating influence upon the 
sexual glands. 

Experience teaches that glandular insufficiency 
sometimes responsible for aggravated cases 
anemia and the intractability cases syphilis. 

view all these facts surely have 
right advise the genito-urinary surgeon pay 
more attention organotherapy. results are 
obtained the patient must carefully 
watched, the dosage depending great extent 
upon the weight and the influence the remedy has 
upon the blood-pressure. easier treat in- 


telligent patients because they can co-operate 


. 
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observing effects and results, though always 
necessary guard against suggestion. 

There unlimited array important ques- 
tions answer and perplexing problems solve 
organotherapy based properly,studied endo- 
crinology. must ask ourselves why little 
Lydston’s trasplantation sexual glands. Here 
surely have procedure that worthy the 
best efforts the best amongst the genito-urinary 
surgeons. 

The contributions urology the advancement 
medicine the direction becoming abso- 
lutely exact science are enormous; but 
asked the one who gives much, and therefore 
the modern genito-urinary specialist must broaden 
his field, consider everything worthy considera- 
tion, thus avoid one-sidedness and shun snobbish 
ignoring the most vital question human life. 


SURGICAL TREATMENT SEMINAL- 
VESICULITIS.* 
ARTHUR CECIL, D., Los Angeles. 


The part played the seminal vesicles seat 
chronic infection has until recently practically 
escaped the attention the surgical world and 
only now that urologists are the midst 
solving, not only the -pathology, but the 
physiology these organs. 

Considering the very great frequency gonor- 
and the recognized high percentage cases 
prostatitis and epididymitis attending gonor- 
seminalvesiculitis must very frequent 
didymitis could occur without attending semi- 
nalvesiculitis, likewise that the prostatic ducts 
should invaded and the ejaculatory ducts lead- 
ing the seminal vesicles escape. seminal- 
vesiculitis very common disease one need only 
satisfy oneself thorough routine urological ex- 
amination. large majority the cases attend- 
ing following probably spontaneously 
recover produce symptoms, but everyone 
cover and who for years presents host symp- 
toms resisting every type treatment. 
treatment some cases seems only make mat- 
ters worse and conceivable that massage 


walled-off inflamed vesicle, with outlet for 


drainage, might indeed aggravate the condition 
that these cases should not too 
gated the group neurasthenics. this 
type that surgical treatment must considered. 


The anatomy the seminal vesicles has been 
recently investigated Picker and Thomas 
and The formation these organs 
found extremely variable and complicated. 
Attempts have been made classify them but 
classification seems only bring mind the 
complexity their formation. ‘They have been 
grouped as: (1) Simple straight tubes; (2) thick 
twisted tubes with without diverticula; (3) thin

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twisted tubes with without diverticula; (4) 
main tube straight twisted with larger grape- 
like arranged diverticula; (5) short main tube 
with large irregular ramified branches; (6) mis- 
cellaneous, comprising (a) embryological abnor- 
malities and (b) pathological conditions. 


The capacity the seminal vesicles varies from 
three eleven and half cubic centimeters and 
they measure length from six twenty-three 
centimeters. Thus seen that the seminal 
vesicles possess most extensive secretory surface, 
are frequently exposed infection and yet when 
infected, from their very formation, present 
extremely poor possibility for drainage. pos- 
sibly true that the various diverticula and branches 
the seminal vesicle ramification can singly 
closed off that parts the seminal vesicles may 
filled with pus walled off and yet very 
considerable portion left more less 
fected. 


While gonorrhoea plays undoubted large part 
the original infection the seminal vesicles and 
may many cases persist source danger 
extending gonorrhoeal also true 
that perhaps the gonococcus great majority 
cases subplanted other bacteria. the cases 
chronic seminalvesiculitis persisting for years the 
offending organisms are most frequently the 
staphylococcus, the streptoccoccus and the colon 
bacillus. 


The bacteriology the seminal vesicles has not 
been well determined for the reason that practically 
the only way determining this examination 
the secretion obtained operation yet 
nothing has been published this work. 
evident that secretions obtained massage the 
seminal vesicles practically always contaminated 
bacteria from the urethra and even 
this possibility contamination ruled out 
would almost impossible rule out 
bility contamination from the often attending 
chronic The study the seminal 
vesicles after death, such was recently under- 
taken Thomas, was not conclusive because .of 
the known frequency post-mortem infection. 
time -of operation all seminalvesiculotomy and 
seminalvesiculectomy cases. There another point, 
however, this connection and that that while 
large majority cases seminalvesiculitis are 
probably secondary Neisserian infection the 
gonococcus not necessarily the primary source 
all cases seminalvesiculitis for well known 
chronic prostatitis means always secondary 
gonorrhoeal infection. 

The symptomatology seminalvesiculitis 
many times obscured the often attending chronic 
prostatitis, but there are groups cases which 
believe sufficiently well defined 
definite classification. First there group, 
not large sure, but vast 
account the suffering produced, which there 
are recurrent attacks cystitis directly depend- 
ent upon chronic inflammation 
nal vesicles. cause chronic cystitis men 
far know the seminal vesicles have rarely 
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ever been seriously considered, and yet from 
the study cases thoroughly convinced 
that there are cases persistent cystitis which 
are directly dependent upon the 
cles and which continue persist until treat- 
ment directed toward these organs. that 
men presenting chronic cystitis not alone 
sufficient rule out the question infection the 
kidneys and the cases mechanical obstruction and 
intravesical causes, but also 
thoroughly investigate the seminal vesicles. While 
the seminal vesicles have long been regarded 
many capable bringing about many disturb- 
ances urination they have practically not been 
considered source chronic cystitis. 


The first case this kind that observed was 
July, 1914. man aged thirty-six was ad- 
mitted complaining attacks burning urina- 
tion lasting for about week time and re- 
curring about every five weeks extending over 
long period time. The previous history this 
case great interest. Sixteen years before ad- 
mission had had gonorrhoea which lasted for 
two months and then apparently entirely cleared up. 
Four years later had another attack gonorrhoea 
which the discharge persisted for two years. Fol- 
lowing this had twelve recurrences 
the last attack was two years before admission. 
Now for year and there had been recur- 
rent attacks frequent burning yrination. 
brief, examination showed urethral discharge 
many pus cells but intracellular 
The urine showed enormous num- 
ber of. colon bacilli and many pus cells. The left 
globus major the epididymis was slightly indu- 
rated. prostate was generally indurated 
moderate degree and near the upper right border 
was area induration about one centimeter 
diameter. note made that time stated that 
the striking thing about the rectal examination was 
the great thickening and engorgement the 
seminal vesicles that they stood out like the dis- 
tended fingers glove. The secretion obtained 
massage the seminal vesicles was practically 
all pus. The bladder was studied great detail 
for the question contracture the vesical neck 
for intravesical causes cystitis. cause for the 
persistent cystitis was found the bladder nor 
the urethra. The kidneys were studied and found 
normal every respect. was forced the 
conclusion that the recurrent attacks cystitis 
this case were secondary the inflammation the 
seminal vesicles. The seminal vesicles were mas- 
saged every other day for period about eight 
weeks and although this has now been almost 
three years attacks cystitis have occurred. 
might say that the urine very quickly became clear 
and has remained clear. 

Case II. man fifty years old was referred 
Dr. Braasch, the Mayo Clinic, 
August 29, 1916. This patient complained 
burning across the front the bladder, burning 
between the legs and spells very marked frequent 
burning urination. His first trouble began nine years 
before admission with pain which seemed 
the right side the bladder deep in. This pain 
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was aggravated when the bladder was full. 
times there would attacks frequent urination 
and then there would intervals month 
when would feel perfectly well. There was 
history disease. years before 
admission began treatment and kept 
almost continuously various ways. The seminai 
vesicles were massaged, the bladder was treated 
installations, the posterior urethra was fulgurated 
and various procedures were carried out. 
years before admission went the Mayo 
Clinic. Dr. Braasch found the kidneys normal, 
intravesical cause for his examina- 
tion, which included thorough urological study, 
confirmed the findings previously made out 
Dr. Braasch, intravesical cause for the cystitis, 
negative findings from the kidneys. was treated 
various ways for several months but 
the bladder condition continued about the same. 
Exposure the seminal vesicles, April 1917, 
showed almost practical obliteration the left 
seminal vesicle scar tissue and the right 
side the seminal vesicle was embedded very 
marked perivesicular infiltration. 


There are other cases this type which could 
report but will not take your time 
case reports. think only necessary again 
emphasize that men the seminal vesicles must 
chronic cystitis. whether the infection the 
bladder brought about extension from 
infection the posterior urethra directly 
through the vesical wall from the seminal vesicles 
whether the inflamed seminal vesicles only 
render the bladder susceptible bacterial inva- 
sion independent direct infection not pre- 
pared say, but much the normal blad- 
der difficult infect with bacteria rather 
inclined believe that the close lying inflamma- 
tion the seminal vesicles lowering bladder 
resistance great importance. 


The effect seminalvesiculitis the sexual 
function not clear. not even definitely set- 
tled that the seminal vesicles are receptacles for the 
testicular secretion. Thomas and Harrison, Phil- 
adelphia, their study post-mortem cases came 
the conclusion that the seminal vesicles probably 
did store spermatozoa during life, but were not 
convinced this. Spermatozoa were found 
many cases death. Besides acting reservoirs 
for the spermatozoa, which they probably do, the 
seminal vesicles elaborate 
secretion which belongs the histones. 
The function this secretion not known. 

probable that inflammations the seminal 
vesicles have considered the question 
sterility. When comes the consideration 
the sexual function the sense sexual power 
and sexual desire the whole physiology this 
function obscure that nothing definite 
known the part played the seminal 
vesicles. Impotency has apparently followed oper- 
ations the seminal vesicles but how often not 
known. very difficult this connection 
rule out physical impressions. The pain symptoms 


seminalvesiculitis are very variable and times 
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the most distressing any. are undoubt- 
edly cases which men suffer for years with the 
most excruciating persistent pains the back and 
the perineum which are directly attributable 
inflammation the seminal vesicles. 


regard the role played the seminal 
vesicles systemic infection there can doubt. 
Aside from the cases gonorrhoeal arthritis which 
are almost undoubtedly many instances kept 
persistent seminalvesiculitis there are various 
other types chronic arthritis and deteriorating 
changes the general health, cardio vascular, etc., 
which are dependent upon chronic 
flammation here located. 


Chronic inflammation the 
has been attacked surgically four different 
methods, namely: Vasopuncture, with spermato- 
cystic medication, vasostomy with drainage the 
vesicles through the vas, vesiculectomy 
culotomy. Vasopuncture, that is, pick the 
vas the groin and inject the vesicles and 
ampulla the vas through has proven 
quite considerable value. has the advan- 
tage being extremely simple carry out. The 
various preparations silver have used. 
Collargol ten per cent., protorgol one-half one 
per cent., silver nitrate one two per cent., 
silver iodid emulsion five per cent., etc. This 
method treatment has been used Belfield 
rather extensively and more recently Thomas, 
Caulk and others. Its limitations are evident. 
the first place, evidently value the 
should used the ejaculatory duct oc- 
cluded and must necessarily fail cases which 
infection walled off part the seminal 
either the ampulla the vas the seminal vesicle.

practically every case, whether the 
cles are removed not, the ampulla the vas 
should drained. 


Bleeding following seminal vesiculectomy only 
very slight and the shock the operation little 
astonishing. rule the wound should 
healed thoroughly within two weeks. 


Some operators advise the insertion rubber 
tube into the rectum after the operation has been 
completed and the use opium pills prevent 
the bowels from moving for four five days. 
From experience with Young’s perineal pros- 
tatectomy and with limited number seminal 
vesiculectomies thoroughly convinced that the 
rectal plug only causes discomfort the patient 
and more likely produce rectal fistula than 
not and should not used. has been our cus- 
tom give castor oil the second day, 
adds good deal the post-operative comfort and 
convalescence. 


The seminal vesiculectomy ex- 
tremely simple but should not undertaken un- 
less one thoroughly familiar with the technique 
Young’s perineal prostatectomy and with the 
anatomy the perineum. 


-MONGOLISM.* 
RACHEL ASH, D., San Francisco. 


The term Mongolism denotes congenital 
mental deficiency, whose most marked charac- 
teristics are certain resemblances the Mongol 
race. 


The first definite description this condition 
was given Langdon-Down, 1866; Shuttle- 
worth added many important observations; while 
Telford-Smith, 1896, developed mongolian im- 
becility into clinical entity. 

Mongolian imbeciles are found all countries, 
and form from per cent. the feeble- 
minded institutions. the great majority 
mongols die early childhood, the actual 
number must much greater, 
Statistics representing merely the survivors.

PATHOLOGICAL ANATOMY. 


The result autopsies has been disappointing; 
more knowledge has been obtained clinical 
study. 

The Head. The head 
brachycephalic; the .circumference small; the 
vertex, low; the antero-posterior diameter less 
than the transverse.

Much has been written upon this disease since 
Warren Tay (1881) first described the unusual 
eye-picture mentally defective child that came 
under his observation. article entitled, 
“Symmetrical Changes the Region the Yel- 
low Spot Each Eye one reads; 
“In the region the yellow spot each eye 
there was conspicuous, tolerably diffuse, large 
white spot, more less circular outline, and 
showing its center brownish-red fairly circular 
spot contrasting strongly with the white spot, and 
this white spot did not look like hemorrhage 
due pigment, but seemed gap the 
white patch through which one saw healthy struc- 
tures.” Later described similar condition 
two other children the same 
family. 

1887 Sachs correlated the ophthalmo- 
scopic findings with the neurological picture 
paper entitled, “Arrested Cerebral 
and 1896 further reported the nineteen cases

The second baby, girl, was born two years 
the mother was nineteen. She was 
term baby, birth normal, weight nine and 
half pounds. For the first six months life the 
child appeared normal every respect, then. be- 
gan lose weight, became weak, “paid atten- 
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tion things” (was probably blind), and towards 
the last was weak “they couldn’t move her.” 
She lost all power her limbs, could not hold 
her head up, and “pined away.” Death four- 
teen months from increasing marasmus. 

The baby, boy, was born when the 
mother was twenty-two years age. was 
full-term baby, normal birth, weight nine and

October 15, 1915, her fourth and last baby 
was born. This, the patient, was full term 
girl, weighing seven and one half pounds birth, 
and normal delivery. She was

sick.” this time she could stand her 
feet, “use her hands and mind,” knew her parents 
and was especially active. first was noticed 
that she would fall side, then mental 
impairment set in, and increased until the child 
“did know anything.”

Examination revealed apathetic, feeble-minded 
baby girl fourteen months, lying helplessly 
bed moaning.

She held her head de- 
flected the right. The head was normal size. 
The anterior fontanelle was nearly closed and 
showed irregularities. -There was normal 
growth hair. The pupils were small, equal, and 
reacted light and accommodation. nystag- 
mus made out, globes apparently parallel. Vision 
seemed impaired, although the child winked when 
hand was passed across the eyes. Ophthalmoscopic 
examination both eyes revealed the typical pic- 
ture described Tay 1881. The disc was dis- 
tinctly seen, slightly pale, margins very sharp. 
The optic cup was clear.. Vessels appeared normal. 
the region the macula lutea one saw 
oval reddish-brown spot surrounded white 


halo. The retinae otherwise appeared normal 
color and free from pigment, hemorrhage, 
exudates. 


There was frequent grinding the teeth.

The second case, No. 17,105, was admitted 
the Children’s Hospital, January 30, 1917. She was 
born Russia December 18, 1915, the second 
child Russian Jewish parents. Her parents 
state that she “cannot sit nor 
head up,” and that she “scares easily.” Both 
parents are living and well. 
One other child, boy aged two and half years 
perfectly well. His mother states that 
“well and thin.” Mother has never miscarried. 

The patient was full term baby, weighing 
eight pounds birth; labor was normal, lasting 
six seven hours. Aside from constipation, the 
child has had ailment until the onset the 
present illness. 

the first three four months life, the 
child appeared normal every way. About 
this time the mother noticed that she seemed 
“backward”; that she “scared that is, she 
would jump the slightest noise, and this 
time the neighbors asked her why the baby did 
not hold her head up. The child has never learned 
five months she 
could “hold things her hands and play with 
them.” During the past eight months, she has be- 
come apathetic, and has forgotten how use her 
hands. Her vision has been getting weaker. 

Examination reveals drowsy, feeble-minded 
thing her listlessness combined with tendency 
jump whenever noise made near the bed.

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BETTER TEACHING SCHOOLS 
NURSING. 


ANNA N., Director Bureau 
Registration Nurses. 

The problem surrounding the education and 
state have been claiming attention the past few 
years and more particularly since the publication 
curriculum for schools nursing the State 
Board Health. 

The fact that nurse must have certain 
definite and systematic course the theory and 
practice nursing school connected with 
hospital, has become not only concern this 
state but likewise forty-four other states where 
laws governing the practice nursing are 
operation. The question standardization 
accredited schools for nurses, and what shall 
constitute proper basis nursing education 
question under advisement those who are con- 
cerned with the training nurses. 

present each state making its own stand- 
ardization, and, history medical educa- 
tion, also nursing education the question will 
have settled adopting uniform minimum 
requirements alike all states. 

this state the minimum requirements 
what shall constitute systematic theoretical and 
practical course instruction and proper basis 
nursing education has been interpreted the 
State Board Health, taking into consideration 
three fundamental points departure. 

Entrance requirements. 

Educational facilities the hospital. 

The course instruction followed. 


Entrance requirements are based preliminary 
education, physical and personal qualifications. The 
full high school course with credits for English, 
chemistry, biology, anl household economics, will 
accepted. This amount preliminary education 
should considered necessary and should not, 
heretofore, taught the school nursing, but 
given the high school. every part the 
state find excellent high schools with teachers 
well qualified teach these branches and not 
now even question that the “poor girl” kept 
out nursing, for the night schools offer op- 
portunities those who may obliged dis- 
continue their education the working age. 

Schools nursing that have been admitting 
general high school basis, find difficulty 
drawing applicants good education and with 
appreciation the value the training offered. 
the contrary, those that have been admitting 
low educational basis have lost the applicant 
who offers good educational prerequisites the 
very fact the low educational standard ad- 
mission. all applicants are admitted 
definite basis high school education will 
obtain more equal enrollment and about high 
school level and will not, therefore, obliged 
reduce instruction the lowest denominator. 

Educational facilities the hospital include the 
nature the services and the number patients 
admitted and treated each service—medical, sur- 
gical, obstetric, children; the number patients 


each service coming under the student’s care and 
observation during the three years her course; 
class room and laboratory facilities and equipment 
necessary for teaching purposes. assuming the 
responsibility school for nurses the hospital 
sees providing adequate working and demonstra- 
tion material. This need not entail large outlay 


and when once provided serves for succeeding 
classes. 


rangement theory and practice; the selection 
instructors, method instructing and the super- 
vision practical work. Too much emphasis 
cannot placed upon the arrangement the 
course and the instructors selected for carrying 
on. the first place proper grading necessary 
placing elementary and fundamental subjects 
the first year and leading the student gradually 
and logically step step into the more important 
points her second and third years. When the 
student plunged immediately her arrival 
the school, into class surgical technic 
obstetrics, unreasonable expect other than 
confusion and discouragement. cannot too 
severe the methods instruction that have 
largely prevailed and still prevail not few 
our schools for nurses. The teaching frequently 
follows along the lines teaching medical 
schools and goes far beyond what the student 
requires.

The nurse should the logical teacher nurses, 
and she should receive special training this work 
order that she might take least the 
elementary portion the instruction contained 
the first year, thereby relieving the physician entire- 
this part the instruction. 

The weakest point the education nurses 
this state bedside supervision.

room not maintain sufficient daily and nightly 
supervision practical work. This should 
considered equally important with classroom work 


and both should have close relation. hospitals 


where patients are separate this 
supervision carry on, but where the 
patients are open wards the nurses’ work can 
very readily overseen. Advantage gained 
thereby when the school connected with uni- 
versity county hospital where the hospital has 
open wards and the students not work behind 
closed doors. the hands good nurse in- 
structor the bedside teaching can made ines- 
timable value the student, and the hospital 
should profit this that its nursing will 
higher grade. 

Nurses. class, have come under the heavy 
fire criticism, the reason for which cannot 
attributed wholly the nurse herself, but must 
shared the school. The lack careful 
selection applicants primarily the cause 
many misfits; the exigencies hospital service has 
taken precedence the training school, hands and 
feet were considered and not head.

against sickness, maternity and old age coming, 
that the movement will not catch napping, 
did the industrial insurance act, the unsatis- 
factory features which could easily have been 
avoided had taken the trouble study the 
history this world movement and the lesson 
taught countries where has been tried out. 

Insurance against accident and sickness was 
left private corporations, lodges and insurance 
companies, until when the government 
Germany took the first step organize into 
national system.

Germany there has been over 1000 con- 
flicts between insurance and medical societies and 
this the doctors have been victorious 
and some the. rest are still pending. 


January, 1914, the total 32,000 doctors 
went strike and refused treat any member 
under the insurance act. universities effected 
compromise the following basis: 


(1) Contract committees composed 
presentatives medical well insurance 

(2) Free choice doctor 
within the list the insurance societies. 

(3) Compound arbitration courts. Remune- 
ration being left local issue. 
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Mark this result thirty years’ struggle, 
and let avoid the strike. 


England, compulsory insurance law was 
passed 1912, which left the choice insurance 
insured, did not matter where. 


The medical profession opposed this because the 
societies had not treated them fairly, and spent 
half million fight it. Their demands were 
practically the same Germany and they 
won out. 


Payments were made capitation, much 
year for each and special for night calls. 
Surgery and maternity much per visit, and 


After eighteen months, the result has been 
increase $1000 year for each the 20,000 
doctors who are the panels. 


This astonishing and suggestive result due 
increase the amount work because 
the insured use doctor instead patent medi- 
cine, and shows also, that large percentage 
the people had medical care all, and how 
poorly the doctors were paid the societies be- 
fore. 


The average payment per insured was $1.87 
per year, and the doctors received $1.00 per 
visit. 

The distribution patients between the doc- 
tors was very uneven, one-fifth the doctors 
caring for half the patients. lighter cases 
were treated the severe were not, 
and this was attributed inadequate hospital 
facilities. 

England, well the United States, are both 
poorly supplied with hospitals because this has 
been largely left private denominational 
interests. 

England found this out its sorrow when 
the war broke out. 

France, the law compels one hospital bed 
for each 500; Germany, one for each 200; 
and Russia, one for each 100 the factories. 

The war bound change all these condi- 
tions, what way hard predict; but the spark 
which started the conflagration was political, the 
real cause was the spirit competition among 
the nations, and there reason hope that the 
remedy which will heal the wounds this terri- 
ble calamity, will co-operation which social 
insurance expression. 

America has been slow follow this move- 
ment, inspite its wonderful industrial develop- 
ment. 

This due, believe, the pioneer spirit 
which finds its expression such proverbs as: 
“Everybody for himself, and the devil take the 
hindmost,” or, “This land opportunities; 
you don’t grasp them your own fault.” 

are charitable, but the workers America 
not want charity, and social insurance will 
enable them pay when they get sick. 

all believe health insurance, the trouble 
administer it, does not work hardship 


those who the principal amount work, 
the medical profession. 


the first place, must made govern- 
ment institution and under the direction 
commission both insurance and medical men. 
believe that every county society should take 
hand and see that its representatives legisla- 
ture are informed about this subject; the author 
our industrial insurance act, evidently, was 
not informed. 


The most difficult problem solve 
method choosing physicians. 
act has left the employers, and they, again, 
delegated the societies which they insure. 
Looking from the standpoint greater efficiency, 
this seems have some merit. certainly~is 
the interest the society select the best 
possible man, and this should the interest 
the insured well. But there another side. 
touches the democratic principle underlying all 
our institutions. The people may not the best 
judges who will the best president, 
senator, judge; but they insist the privilege 
electing them just the same, and where there 
personal contact, the relation doctor 
and patient, there still more reason why the 
choice should left with the people. 

all know, ought know, the great 
part suggestion plays treatment; the confidence 
the patient his doctor worth more than 
most the drugs administer. Even auto- 
cratic, paternal, efficient Germany has come 
the conclusion that the patient ought select 
his own doctor. 

The industrial act evidently concludes that the 
party who pays the bill ought select his own 


which proper, the fault that the 


author lost sight the fact that, however. widely 
the nations differ their insurance systems, they 
all agree that the employee should pay part 
the insurance. This removes the stigma char- 
ity and makes them feel that they have not alone 
paid their own insurance, but contributed the 
benefit others. creates brotherly, dem- 
ocratic spirit, and justifies their demand select 
their own medical attendant. 

safeguard the societies, well 
patient, there must course state commis- 
sion who will appoint referees each county, and 
when general sickness insurance established 
expect see every county State hospital 
with resident physician, and staff specialists, 
forming diagnostic section which all cases 
requiring special care can referred. 

How guard against the uneven distribution 
question. expect will even worse here, 
the qualification the profession more un- 
even. believe that get good working 
plan for our sickness insurance this will solve 
“natural selection.” ‘This one the bene- 
fits expect the profession will get from social 
insurance. 

all know that the practice medicine 
not the merit system; have compete 
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with all kinds quacks, and they often get the 
best because greater business ability and 
advertising. 

When every case has reported State 
commission, they will soon 
will eventually “survival the fittest,” not 
mention the incentive study our cases more 
thoroughly when every one 
question before competent judges. 

wish mention some more reasons why the 
profession should work for this movement: 


(1) will see our cases earlier, and hence 
able more for them because, when the 
patient knows the services are paid for, will 
not wait till incurable before consults 
doctor.

the manner payment, there are three 
ways being tried: per capita, per visit, and 
fixed salary. The capitation system, much 
per year for each insured the same our lodge 
practice and, this has generally been declared 
unethical, will hardly accepted: 

The fixed salary, except for members ad- 
ministration, referees, etc., although desirable, 
not practical, least, start with. 

Attendance, pay per visit, the only system 
left; but even this will give rise constant fric- 
tion.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSES, 


the Editor:—Public health nurses have greatly 
increased during the past few years. Hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, small towns and rural com- 
munities, well large ‘cities, have come 
regard them indispensable community servants. 
Their service represents least minimum 
skilled nursing which can usually supplemented 
with safety family, neighbors trained attend- 
ants. Their value health agents now pretty 
recognized health officers, school 
boards and manufacturers, well the public 
itself. 


Because their work preventive, one 
their chief values that they persuade many people 
call upon their doctor before illness has 
become serious enough have convinced them 
that was necessary consult him. Neverthe- 
less, their opportunities health teachers most 
often depend upon and follow their entry the 
homes time need due illness. They are 
very dependent upon the local physicians because 
invariable rule that visiting public 
health nurse shall perform any treatment nor ad- 
minister any medicine, nor even make repeated 
calls upon patient except with the consent and 
direction the family physician. 

Oftentimes these facts are not understood 
country doctors, and consequently they refuse 
call for the nurses’ assistance, and even discourage 
their patients and their families from doing so. 
This situation becoming less and less frequent, 
but still exists some localities and among some 
doctors. 

More than ever, these nurses will needed 
now that many physicians are being called 
military duty, and yet they cannot serve the people 
unless the doctors who remain home will recog- 
nize and call upon them. 

The members the National Organization for 
Public Health Nursing, among whom are many 
Red Cross town and country nurses, have instruct- 
bring this matter the attention the 
state medical associations the hope that they 
will see fit urge their county societies interpret 
the work public health nurses their 
clear away the misunderstandings which are 
now some places preventing the best and fullest 
use public health nurses and encourage 
employment their services.

They have bombarded unfortified towns and 
bombed the unprotected homes their foes, taking 
their toll wounded and dead from the aged and 
infirm, the young and.the They have 
made barren desert the garden spots the 
earth; they have needlessly pillaged 
burned towns; they have reduced slavery men, 
women and children; they have wrecked and torn 
asunder families with system diabolical 
efficiency; have wantonly defiled and destroyed 
the temples ‘of God. They have done all these 
things that they might strike terror into the hearts 
men more easily conquer and rule 
them. 


the war has gone on, the ultimate aim 
the Imperial Government has become more and 
more clear. Drunk with the sense its own 


power and its asserted supcriority, 
posed secure dominating position for itself 
and for its system over the entire world. Nowhere 
yielding the people their rightful powers, and 
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everywhere seeking uphold autocracy and des- 
potism, has shown its intention perpetuate 
absolute government which admittedly the 
head and front. Its avowed the 
acme human goodness and endeavor, and 
boast the rulership the world, gained 
force and arms. 


The world must fight preserve itself. this 
there can doubt. 

Heretofore, save rare cases, war has been 
fight between armies; but this war, because 
the initial preparation for autocracy 
which prostituted whole mighty nation its 
purpose contest between peoples themselves. 
correspondingly intense and relentless. The 
systems—kings against peoples. our enemy win, 
kings will dominate the world, because democ- 
racy fights with for them. The Prussian auto- 
crat and the brutal Turk will impose upon 
their wills, tell what may do, what 
may not do, and the horrors and atrocities 
Belgium and Armenia leave doubt what this 
means. “Government the people, the people, 
for the people will perish from the earth.” 
this sense this truly war absolute and 
complete extermination not peoples, but 
systems, and far human sight can 
the future the life the one system the other 
waits the result. 


Thus our own very life came bound 
the outcome this war long before entered 
it, and even years before the war broke. the 
man vision clear sunlight that the 
aim and the plan the Imperial Government was 
was first defeat France and Russia, next 
dominate Great Britain, and with Europe its 
feet turn America. “Kultur” and the German 
sword were rule around the world.. have 
been thus forced the Imperial Government itself 
choose whether, addition suffering outrage 
and plunder, should calmly wait-to crushed 
due time and the pleasure the 
royal will, should make common cause with 
those who already fought for well for 
themselves, the end that autocratic domination 
over all mankind should not come pass. 

With all this before them, Congress, the chosen 
representatives the people, exercising their con- 
stitutional duty and with realizing sense their 
great responsibility, announced joint resolution 
“that the state war between the United States 
and the Imperial German Government which has 
been thrust upon the United States hereby for- 
mally declared,” and that “to bring the conflict 
termination all the resources 
the country are hereby pledged.” 


This our promise those help, our warn- 
ing and threat those fight. Our own fair 
name bound pledge. Our honor 
demands that met the full measure. From 
the time Congress and the President thus spoke 
for became the duty, moral and legal, 
each abate nothing that lay within his 
power make our pledge good. Whatever our 
views, whatever our sympathies theretofore had 
been, the quarrel was now our quarrel, and 
That this meant that some 
with the cherished memories, with friends, home 
and kindred, cannot matter. broke our fathers, 
who gave our liberties; must break 
preserve them. The man who unwilling make 
that sacrifice unworthy the liberties enjoys 
and unwelcome our midst. The sovereign 
people the United States have willed 
every available resource men and industry must 
play its part winning this war, and 
too high too low wish escape the 
heavy hand our sovereign necessity.

The board instructed the secretary communi- 
cate with the Mayor San Francisco that the anti- 
vivisection ordinance pending before the Board 
Supervisors would conflict with the work 
the State Board Health protecting the 
the public. 

resolution the Board Dr. Wilfred Kel- 
logg, director the Bureau Communicable Dis- 
eases, was authorized accept the position 
director the Red Cross Laboratory Car, which 
position carries salary, condition that his 
duties will not call him outside the state. 

One nurse was granted certificate regis- 
tered nurse through reciprocity. 

Owing the large number nurses applying 
for registration, and response requests from 
training schools for nurses, the board decided that 
examinations nurses for registration should 
held three times year—in February, June and 
October—instead twice year, heretofore. 

County Boards Plumbers were appointed, each

PROTECTING SOLDIERS FROM VENEREAL 
DISEASES. 


Dr. Irvine, director the newly estab- 
lished Bureau Venereal Diseases the Cali- 
fornia State Health, conferred with Sur- 
geon-General Gorgas and Major Snow, who 
has charge venereal disease control the Army. 
result this conference, the Bureau 
placed close contact War Department 
its widespread work safeguarding the health 
our soldiers. California recognized the 
War Department the first State establish 
bureau for taking direct and positive action 
the control venereal diseases. definite policy 
the control venereal diseases among soldiers 
and sailors has been established the Army and 
Navy. With the co-operation states, counties 
and cities excellent results may expected. 
acknowledged fact that the most serious 
lating the venereal diseases. Every army 
Europe has suffered immensely because large num- 
bers their men have been incapacitated 
venereal win the war our men must 
fit, and California cannot send infected 
with venereal diseases the front. 


Regulations for Control Venereal Diseases. 


All city, county and other local health officers 
are, for the purpose the control and suppression 
venereal diseases, hereby designated and ap- 
pointed inspectors, without salary, the State 
Board Health California, under the provis- 
ions Section 2979 the Political Code. 

All city, county and other local health officers 
are hereby directed use every available means 
ascertain the existence of, and immediately 
investigate, all suspected cases syphilis the 
infectious stages and gonococcus infection within 
their several territorial jurisdictions, and ascer- 
tain the sources such infections. 

such investigations said health officers are 
hereby vested with full powers inspection, ex- 
amination, isolation and disinfection all persons, 
places and things said statute provided, and 
such inspectors said local health officers are 
hereby directed: 

(a) make examinations persons reason- 
ably suspected having syphilis the infectious 
stages gonococcus infection. (Owing the 
prevalence such diseases among prostitutes all 
such persons may considered within the above 
class.) 

(b) isolate such persons whenever, the 
opinion said local health officer the State Board 
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Health its secretary, isolation necessary 
protect the public establishing isola- 
tion the health officer shall define the limits 
the area which the person reasonably suspected 
known have syphilis gonococcus infec- 
tions, and his immediate attendant, are 
isolated, and persons other than the attending 
physicians shall enter leave the area isola- 
tion without the permission the health officer. 

(c) making examinations and inspections 
women for the purpose ascertaining the exist- 
ence syphilis gonococcus infection, appoint 
women physicians for said purposes where the 
services woman physician are requested 
demanded the person examined. 

(d) cases quarantine isolation, not 
terminate said quarantine isolation until the 
cases have become non-infectious until 
mission has been given the State Board 
Health its secretary. 

Cases gonococcus infection are re- 
garded infectious until least two successive 
smears, taken not less than forty-eight hours apart, 
fail show gonococci. 

Cases syphilis shall regarded infectious 
until all lesions the skin mucous membranes 
are completely healed. 

(e) Inasmuch prostitution the most pro- 
lific source syphilis and gonococcus infection, 
all health officers are directed use every proper 
means suppressing the same, and not issue 
certificates freedom from venereal diseases, 
such certificates may used for purposes 
solicitation. 

keep all records pertaining said in- 
spections and examinations files not open 
public inspection, and make every reasonable 
effort keep secret the identity those affected 
venereal disease control measures, far as. 


consistent with the protection the public 
health.

Prosecution Illegal Practitioners. 

Experience has proved that the expense con- 
ducting the legal department the Board Med- 
ical Examiners has been heavy drain the 
finances, yet long violations exist the board 
called upon discourage such violation and 
the procedure incident thereto demands consid- 
erable financial expenditure. complexity cir- 
cumstances renders the details relative the en- 
forcement the penalty violation the medical 
act most difficult, and the same time most 
expensive. The indifferent support the medical 
fraternity specific section the State ren- 
ders prosecution work most difficult and heavy 
drain the finance the board the natural 
sequence. Let follow the steps incident the 
investigation and prosecution specific section 
the State from which emanates number 
communications complaining the alleged viola- 
tion the part some specific individual. 

will presume that the local prosecuting forces 
are indifferent, while the same locality the rep- 
resentative practitioners those who hold valid 
certificates are restrained logical reasons from 
arousing antagonistic feeling openly ap- 
pearing interested party the proceedings. 
Presuming, invariably the case, that evi- 
dence volunteered, then becomes necessary 
send special investigator the locality who 
must depend local operators secure evidence. 
This evidence, must the nature 
actual diagnosis, treatment the writing 
prescription for which fee paid the presence 
witness. The evidence having been secured, 
complaint filed. Then follows interval prior 
the hearing which when set, subject con- 
tinuances the police justice court, where final 


disposition may effected either dismissal, 


plea guilty fine, the vio- 
lator being held answer the superior court. 
the latter instance there follows another period 
delay until the case finally tried. Estimate 
the expense the Board providing the investiga- 
tors are called upon journey the location 
trial, particularly remote, each time case set 
and then continued for hearing later date. 
Judge for yourselves the expense witness fees, 
which the Board must pay the operators, for the 
expenses per cent. the cases exceeds what- 
ever fine may imposed, while many other 
cases fine imposed, the judgment imposed 
the court being probation with the understanding 
that the violator refrain from further violation. 
Another discouraging outgrowth legal procedure 
which operates against the success the Board, 
result series continuance extending over 
considerable period the possibility the dis- 
appearance the witnesses who not infrequently 
leave the jurisdiction the court during the many 
weeks that frequently elapse between the date 
arrest and first trial, thus effecting dismissal 
case from lack sufficient evidence. 

The prescribed confines the prosecution activi- 
ties Attorney Ward northern California lie 
the prosecution violations the counties 
San Francisco, Alameda, the town San 
Rafael, while Attorney John Hart represents the 
Board prosecution for violations and about 
Los Angeles. When violators are reported other 
localities frequently becomes necessary engage 
counsel act special prosecutor for the Board, 
providing the local authorities are either indifferent 
have their offices too crowded with other mat- 
ters. The engagement special counsel can only 
effected obtaining the consent the Attor- 
ney-General the State California. Such con- 
sent possible only satisfactory showing ex- 
isting local conditions such have been mentioned, 
and when obtained the Board must then arrange 
with such local attorney may selected the 
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fee paid for service. The established schedule 
fees for the service special prosecutors the 
payment $10.00 swearing the complaint 
and per cent. such fine may 
The latter fee payable when the fine imposed 
deposited the State Treasury the credit the 
Board Medical Examiners. fine im- 
posed fee $25.00 paid carry the case 
through the Superior Court. 


Chapter 81. Statutes 1917, provide for the reten- 
tion per cent. the fine the county where 
the conviction effected and will added 
stimulus this work discouraging violations 
the act. Realizing the constantly increasing 
financial drain incident investigation and enforce- 
ment, well the heavy expenditure issuing 
directory, the Board determined that every cer- 
tificate holder would willingly pay the tax $2.00 
imposed under Sec. Chapter (Statutes 1917), 
thus effectively assisting the Board the enforce- 
ment the law. 

hear frequent comments from individual licen- 
tiates discussions among groups those hold- 
ing certificates entitling them practice some sys- 
tem the healing art California, the underlying 
thought being that the principle whereby the 
Board assumes the police power enforcing obedi- 
ence the regulations the medical act, funda- 
mentally wrong. The argument advanced that 
the function the Board Medical Examiners 
should limited the preliminary 
medical and professional education far 
pertains the investigation and standardization 
such teaching institutions qualify applicants for 
the Board’s certificate, the regulation the exami- 
nation for such certificates, the issuance the 
certificate and the penalizing those certificate 
holders who may guilty crime involving 
moral turpitude defined the act. 

Perchance you say the District Attorneys should 
prosecute these violators, but here again face 
problem—lack funds investigate, with ‘per- 
chance local contingencies which mitigate against 
successful issue. 

The Board has other difficulties the prosecu- 
tion violators,—in one instance the Board prose- 
cuted certain violator two counties, but owing 
popular sentiment could not secure 
tion either county; the District Attorney 
one these counties shortly after the trial wherein 
appeared prosecutor, came the office 
the Board accompanied the violator interceding 
endeavor secure certificate for the in- 
dividual had just prosecuted. Another inter- 
esting instance was where certain Justice the 
Peace imposed fine and accepted payment thereon 
installments. 

The indifference medical regulation exhibite 
the average practitioner, his lack familiarity 
with the essential features the medical act under 
which his practice conducted, his failure af- 
filiate with the local state and national society, are 
factors which render most arduous 
legislative struggle the part those who sup- 
port reasonable standards education, qualification 
and licensure. The quacks and charlatans con- 
stantly work for minimum educational equipment, 
allowing maximum scope practice, 
petuate constantly developing publicity campaign 
which, the absence opposition campaign, 
will eventually effect dissolution all standards 
education and licensure. 

the operation the State Board the unfa- 
miliarity certificate holders the provisions 
the acts frequently evidenced particularly the 
instance those who, having lost the certificates 
issued them, may locate county other than 
that where such certificate has been recorded. 
failure record their certificate prior practice, 
they not only violate section 15, but also may lose 
their professional rights civil procedure. spe- 


cifically cases involving the attempt collect 
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fee for professional services. city San 
Francisco, investigation discloses large percent- 
age licentiates who, having lost their certificates 
the fire 1906, which also destroyed the rec- 
ords the County Clerk, have neglected pro- 
vide themselves through the office the Board 
Medical Examiners, with duplicate certificate. 
failure record such duplicate certificate with 
the County Clerk, the practitioners question 
have not only inadvertently become technical vio- 
lators, but addition thereto have jeopardized 
their rights civil action. The medical act fur- 
ther provides that the practice under any name 
other than that appearing certificate orig- 
inally issued, violation, hence those who 
through marriage other process law, have 
assumed and are practicing under another name 
than the one appearing the certificate originally 
issued, are technically violating section 18. 

Perfunctory consideration matters pertaining 
medical education, licensure and regulation en- 
genders the thought often expressed—of what 
value all this red tape and technicality? 
concrete examples its value, your attention 
directed the instance certain applicant for 
written examination who, having been admitted 
written examination his statement that his 
diploma had been lost after having been placed 
mail box, failed furnish satisfactory evi- 
dence the possession the same, and later 
correspondence disclosed that that name 
had graduated from the institution. Instances 
the issuance fraudulent diplomas are frequent 
and the present time there pending before 
the Board reciprocity application which was ac- 
companied diploma issued foreign coun- 
try, duplicate which was offered the secre- 
tary, provided forwarded money order for 
$2.50. The applicant claims have lost the orig- 
inal diploma. evidencing the degree 
However, difficulties experienced another 
state substantiating the authenticity the cre- 
dentials claimed this individual, engender 
strong presumption that California cannot consider 
warrant the issuance certificate.
